COLUMBUS, 0., Dec. 26. — A 12 


per cent reduction in the amount of 
wheat sown this fall in Ohio as com- 
pared with 1918 is shown by the De- 
cember crop report on winter wheat 
given out by the state co-operative 
reporting service. Last year, 2,814,000 
acres were sown. This year only 2,- 
476,000 acres were seeded. 


The entire state crop has an aver- 


age of 90, which is two points under 
the ten year's average.
